The Scat of Empire. 

In his intoreHting but not iuultloss 
book, ' Greater Britain,' Sir Alexander 
Dilka fully recognizes the westward 
coarse of empire, and tlinks it not im- 
n probable that British Columbia may 
become the chief seat . The shorter and 
.better route across tho continent, the 
immense coal stores on both ocean8,iuid 
tho tidal currents of tho Pacific, would 
a'lseern to favor tho idea. The states- 
men who conceived tho graud idea of 
Confederating all the British possess- 
ions in North America were doubtless 
moved thereto in the iutoreit of the 
greater and grandor scheme of empire. 
JEvory day appears to incroaso tho in- 
terests which clutter ronnd the Pacific, 
and point to oar great Northwest Pas- 
sage as tho highway of nations. -Not 
only is this to be the thorongh/uro bo- 
tween the Orient and tho Occident, but 
it is to form the channel tlf ooannnnica- 
lion between tho United Kingdom of 
Groat Britain and her great Southern 
empire of Australasia. It appears" thai 
an English company is at present or- 
ganizing a liue ol steamers to run be- 
tween San Francisco and the colonies 
of Austrulasiu, including New Zealand; 
and it is thought this will become the 
most popular ya-seugcr routo to Great 
Britain lrom tho colonies, as it possess- 
es the advantage of being shorter, less 
rough and dangerous, and , affording 
tho traveller an opportunity of Boeing 
much of America. By this cbarigo 
London will be brought within live 
■weeks of .Now Zealand, iuatead of eight 
weeks, as at present. Fur tho present 
the steamors will laud their passengers 
at San Francisco, to be transported 
across the continent over tho Union Pa- 
oitic Bailway. But it will hardly bo 
necessary to point out that this can 
only boa temporary arrangement — that 
so soon as the Canadian Pucifio Rail- 
road shall have been opened tho steam- 
ships will como bore. They will come 
here I ecauso this is tho British route, 
ensuring immunity to passeugers and 
traffic lrom all Customs and other inter- 
national annoyances ; because it is tho 
(shortest route, the safest route, the 
cheapest routo, tho pleasantost route, 
and because the steamers can lay in a 
supply of good and cheap coal at the 
pits' mouth. Whilo this forms another 
element in tho groat question of British 
consolidation, thus closely intertwining the 
interests of Australasia and Cauuda, it at 
the same time forms another element in the 
moro immediate and more urgent ques- 
tion of direot steam communicaiiou^be- 
tweeu this colony uud Sau Francisco, 
Until our own raihvuy shall have been 
opened tho traffic between Great Britain 
and her Southern Empire will bo forced 
to seek a paBsage across the continent 
of America through foreign territory. 
We cannot command that traffic now , 
but gwe can tap it. With good and 
cheap direct stoam communication thi a 
colony would, in tbo meantime, roap a 
groat advautago from the stroam of 
British population flowing both ways. 
Thus an enterprise necessary and pro- 
mising before becomos doubly so now. 
We must have direct steam communi- 
cation with San Francisco ; and we 
must have it without delay. There is 
really no reason why wo should not have 
it; uuy, it is marvellous that wo have 
it not. The liue of steamers to which 
we have beon alluding is to be subsidised 
jointly by the Governments ol Great 
Britain, the United States, AUB'ralia, 
and .New Zealand. The amount will be 
one hundred thousand pouut's, dividod 
amoug-t the governments in proportion 
to their respective interest in tho mat- 
ter. Probably fifty thousand dollars 
would bo a sufficient subsidy for a line 
between here aud Sun Francisco ; 
but suppose it should require twice 
that amount, wo must not biggie j 
about tliousands wero millions are' 
concerned. Now, is it not highly 
possible that our litiJo branch oon- 
/jei't) might bo embraced in the larger 
sciumju — that tho English company 
aioresuid Plight be induced to undertake 
tbo service 'I There is this in favor ol 
,tho idea that the two steamers they 
would send hero could take return car- 
goes of coal and thus supply the larger 
Jino, Thoy would como up loaded with 
merchandise, and go back louded with 
coal, Boubtloss arrangements would 
bo made with the United States Govoin- 
meut by which our coal could be sup- 
plied to tho steamers running to Aus- 
tralia freo of Customs dues. It has 
been stuted on a former occasion that 
Canada would bo prepared to grunt a 
sufficient subsidy to give us direct stoam 
communication with San Fiancisco, and 
j t appears to us that die whole subject 
dei'iv.08 fru'-h importance as well as 
tfeaBibil) ty lrom tho establishment of the 
new route of travel botwoon Great Bri- 
tain and ^"th^ 11 colonies. This 
whole subject weagaMi Venture to urge 
upon the earncsjb and imm'idiuto atten- 
tion of the people, it i« moustrous to 
think that this lino colony ^,P ,U ??« am 
stagnant for want of popdiu ti00 ' 
that it is destitute of population bj' nuns0 
tua government und the people huve no 
the energy, ilio enterprise io stretch out 
the hand and tuko it. Touro appears 
to bo no room to doubi. thin the colony 
^ossesfces in Peace River alooVwoaltb 
.ancugh to attiact uod enrich a larger 
population than it j oesesses at prosem. 
But of what avail aro these 3tores of
